100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  “  BRITISH

Part  I. 

Capital  Element  of  Annuity  Payments. 

100.  (1)  For  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (h) 
of  subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act,  if  an 
annuity  is  paid  under  a  contract  the  amount 
deemed  to  be  a  return  of  capital  is  that  pro¬ 
portion  of  each  annuity  payment  that  the  con¬ 
sideration  or  purchase  price  of  the  contract  is 
of  the  total  of  the  payments 

(a)  to  be  made  under  the  contract,  in  the 
case  of  a  contract  for  a  term  of  years 
certain,  or 

( b )  expected  to  be  made,  in  the  case  of  a 
contract  under  which  the  continuation 
of  the  payments  depends  in  whole  or  in 
part  on  the  survival  of  a  person. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, 

(a)  where  the  continuance  of  the  payments 
under  any  contract  depends  on  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  a  person,  the  table  of  mortality 
known  as  the  1937  Standard  Annuity 
Table  as  published  in  Volumes  XXXIX 
and  XL  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Actu¬ 
arial  Society  of  America  shall  be  used 
in  computing  the  payments  expected  to 
be  made  under  the  contract,  calculations 
being  based  on  complete  expectations  of 
life,  and  Gompertz’s  Law  of  Mortality 
shall  be  deemed  to  apply  throughout  the 
Table; 

( b )  where  the  annual  payments  commence 
on  the  expiry  of  a  term  of  years  or  on 
the  death  of  any  person,  then  the  con¬

(i)  in  the  case  of  a  contract  issued  by 
the  Annuities  Branch  of  the  Do¬ 
minion  Department  of  Labour,  the 
premium  or  premiums  paid  accu¬ 
mulated  with  interest  at  the  rate 
of  4  per  cent,  per  annum  to  the 
date  of  expiry  of  the  said  term  of 
years ;  and 

(ii)  in  the  case  of  other  contracts,  the 
present  value  of  the  said  payments 
computed,  as  at  the  date  the  pay¬ 
ments  commence,  on  the  basis  of  a 
rate  of  interest  of  4  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and,  where  the  payments 
depend  on  the  survival  of  a  person, 
probabilities  of  survival  according 
to  the  said  table  of  mortality; 

(c)  where  the  continuance  of  the  annual 
payments  under  any  contract  depends  on 
the  survival  of  a  person,  the  age  of  that 
person  on  any  date  as  of  which  a  calcu¬ 
lation  is  being  made  shall  be  determined 
by  subtracting  the  calendar  year  of  his

Corporations.

that  where  the  rate  of  or  manner  of  imposing 
any  such  tax  that  was  imposed  on  or  before 
September  1st,  1941,  has  been  changed  after 
that  day,  the  tax  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
amount  of  tax  payable  by  the  taxpayer  minus 
the  amount  that  would  have  been  payable  by 
him  if  there  had  been  no  change. 

(2)  An  amount  deemed  to  be  a  corporation 
tax  under  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  (5)  of 
this  section  is  a  corporation  tax  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  paragraph  ( g )  of  subsection  (1)  of 
section  12  of  the  Act  notwithstanding  anything 
contained  in  subsection  (1). 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  where 
a  charge  by  way  of  a  corporation  tax  is  im¬ 
posed  on  one  class  of  persons  and  that  charge 
or  a  like  charge  is  imposed  on  another  class  of 
persons  on  whom  such  a  charge  might  be 
deemed  to  be  imposed  by  way  of  royalty  or 
rental,  the  charge  or  the  like  charge  on  the 
second  class  of  persons  is  a  corporation  tax.

(5)  a  licence  fee  or  other  fee  or  tax  for 
specific  rights,  benefits,  or  franchises 
granted  by  a  municipality,  or  where 
they  are  exercised  or  enjoyed  only  in 
territory  not  included  in  any  municipal¬ 
ity  by  any  authority  (including  a  Prov¬ 
ince)  having  jurisdiction  in  such  terri¬ 
tory; 

(c)  any  assessment  under  the  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Act  of  any  Province; 


( d )  a  business  or  occupancy  tax  based  on 
floor  space  or  on  the  rental  or  assessed 
value  of  property,  imposed  by  a  munici¬ 
pality,  or,  in  territory  not  included  in 
any  municipality,  by  any  authority 
(including  a  Province)  having  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  such  territory;  or 

(e)  any  royalty  or  rental  on  or  in  respect  of 
natural  resources  within  a  Province. 

(6)  In  this  section  “  corporation  gross  reve¬ 
nue  tax  ”  means  a  tax  that  is  levied  on  the 
gross  revenue  or  any  part  thereof  of  a  corpo¬ 
ration,  but  does  not  include 

(a)  a  bona-fide  and  reasonable  business  or 
occupancy  tax  imposed  by  a  municipal¬ 
ity  or,  in  a  territory  not  included  in  a 
municipality,  by  any  authority  (includ¬ 
ing  a  Province)  having  jurisdiction  in 
such  territory  on  the  gross  revenue  or 
gross  receipts  within  the  municipality  or 
territory  from  all  or  part  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  of 

(i)  a  telephone,  electric  light,  electric 
power,  gas,  street  railway  or  bus 
company,  in  lieu  of  taxes  imposed 
on  power  lines,  pole  lines,  towers, 
cables,  wires,  conductors,  conduits, 
equipment,  mains,  tracks,  and 
other  like  property  or  improve¬ 
ments,  at  a  rate  not  in  excess  of  3 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  or 
gross  revenue  subject  to  the  tax; 
or 

(ii)  of  any  other  corporation  if 

(a)  the  tax  is  imposed  under  legis¬ 
lation  enacted  prior  to  June 
27th,  1946, 

(b)  the  tax  is  in  lieu  of  such  a  tax 
based  on  floor  space  or  upon 
the  rental  or  assessed  value  of 
property, 

(c)  the  tax  is  imposed  on  a  corpo¬ 
ration  or  class  of  corporations 
that  is  subject  to  the  said  tax 
under  legislation  enacted  prior 
to  June  27th,  1946,  and 

(d)  the  rate  of  tax  is  not  in  excess 
of  the  general  tax  rate; 

( b )  a  licence  fee  or  other  fee  or  tax  for  spe¬ 
cific  rights,  benefits  or  franchises  granted 
by  a  municipality,  or  where  they  are 
exercised  or  enjoyed  only  in  territory 
not  included  in  any  municipality,  by  any 
authority  (including  a  Province)  having 
jurisdiction  in  such  territory. 

(7)  In  this  section 

(a)  “  natural  resources  ”  means  lands  and 
waters,  any  mights  to  or  interests  in 
lands  and  waters,  vested  in  the  Crown 
in  right  of  a  Province,  including  forests, 
minerals,  petroleum  and  natural  gas  on 
or  in  such  lands  and  waters  and  rights 
vested  in  the  Crown  in  the  said  right  to 
take  wild  animals  and  fish  on  or  in  such 
lands  and  waters; 

( b )  “  rental  ”  means  a  charge  imposed  on  a 
person  in  respect  of  the  occupation  or 
use  by  him  of  a  natural  resource, 
whether  improved  or  unimproved,  in¬ 
cluding  the  use  of  water  or  water  power 
sites,  without  severance,  taking,  extrac¬ 
tion,  or  removal  thereof  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  the  real  intent  and  purpose  of 
which  charge  is  to  compensate  for  the 
value  of  such  occupation  or  use;  and 

(c)  “  royalty  ”  means  a  charge 

(i)  required  to  be  paid  by  a  person  in 
respect  of  any  right  conferred  on 
or  vested  in  him  to  sever,  take,  ex¬ 
tract  or  remove  anything  forming 
part  of  the  natural  resources  of  a 
Province,  including  therein  timber, 
mineral  ore,  petroleum  and  natural 
gas,  and  wild  animals  or  fish  the 
right  to  take  which  forms  part  of 
said  natural  i-esources, 
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(n)  the  amount  of  which  is  determined 
by  reference  to  the  quantity  or 
value  or  both  of  the  thing  that  he 
severs,  takes,  extracts  or  removes, 
or  alternatively  in  the  case  of  min¬ 
eral  ore,  the  value  at  market  prices 
of  the  minerals  contained  therein

Part  V. 

T axes  on  Income  from  Mining  and 
Logging  Operations. 

500.  (1)  The  amount  that  a  taxpayer  may 
deduct  from  income  under  paragraph  (/)  of 
subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act  shall 
be  that  proportion  of  the  total  taxes  on  income 
paid  by  him  to  a  Province,  or  to  a  Canadian 
municipality  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  property  or 
any  interest  in  property  (other  than  his  resi¬ 
dential  pi’operty  or  any  interest  therein),  that 

(a)  his  income  derived  from  mining  opera¬ 
tions  as  defined  herein,  or 

( b )  his  income  derived  from  logging  opera¬ 
tions  as  defined  hei-ein 

is  of  the  total  income  in  x’espect  of  which  the 
taxes  were  so  paid. 

(2)  In  this  section 

(a)  “  income  derived  from  logging  opera¬ 
tions  ”  by  a  taxpayer  means 

(i)  where  logs  are  sold  by  him  to  any 
person  at  the  time  of  or  prior  to 
delivery  to  a  sawmill,  pulp  or 
paper  plant,  or  other  place  for 
pi'ocessing  or  manufacturing  logs, 
or  delivery  to  a  carrier  for  export 
fi'om  Canada,  or  delivery  other¬ 
wise,  the  net  profit  or  gain  derived 
by  him  from 

(A)  the  acquisition  of  the  timber 
or  the  right  to  cut  the  timber 
from  which  the  logs  were  ob¬ 
tained,  and  the  cutting  and 
sale,  or  the  cutting,  transpor¬ 
tation  and  sale  of  the  logs,  or 
(b)  the  acquisition,  transpoi’tation 
and  sale  of  the  logs,  or 

(ii)  where  he  does  not  sell  but  pro¬ 
cesses,  manufactui’es  or  expoi’ts 
from  Canada  logs  owned  by  him, 
the  net  profit  or  gain  reasonably 
deemed  to  have  been  derived  by 
him  from 

(a)  the  acquisition  of  the  timber 
or  the  right  to  cut  the  timber 
from  which  the  logs  were  ob¬ 
tained,  and  the  cutting  and 
the  ti’ansportation  of  the  logs 
to  the  sawmill,  pulp  or  paper 
plant,  or  other  place  for  pi-o- 
cessing  or  manufactui'ing,  or 
to  the  carrier  for  expoi’t  from 
Canada,  as  the  case  may  be, 
or 


( b )  the  acquisition  of  the  logs  and 
the  transportation  of  them  to 
such  point  of  delivery 
computed  in  accoi'dance  with  sound  ac¬ 
counting  pi  inciples  with  reference  to  the 
value  of  the  logs  at  the  time  of  such 
delivery,  excluding  any  amount  added 
thereto  by  reason  of  processing  or  manu¬ 
facturing  the  logs; 

(b)  “income  derived  from  mining  opera¬ 
tions  ”  means  the  net  profit  or  gain  de¬ 
rived  or  deemed  to  have  been  derived 
from  mining  operations  by  a  person  en¬ 
gaged  therein  with  or  without  an  allow¬ 
ance  in  lespect  of  depletion,  and  if  such 
a  person  receives  net  profit  or  gain  from 
soui-ces  other  than  mining  operations 
either  by  reason  of  the  carrying-on  by 
him  of  the  processing  of  mineral  ore 
extracted  by  him  or  otherwise,  the  net 
profit  or  gain  to  be  deemed  to  have  been 
derived  by  him  from  mining  operations 
shall  not  exceed  that  portion  of  the  total 
net  profit  or  gain  received  by  him  from 
all  sources,  determined  by  deducting 
from  the  said  total 

(i)  the  returns  received  by  him  by 
way  of  dividends,  interest,  or  other 
like  payments  from  stock,  shai-es, 
bonds,  debentures,  loans  or  other 
like  investments; 

(ii)  the  net  profit  or  gain,  if  any,  de¬ 
rived  by  him  from,  and  attributable 
in  accordance  with  sound  account¬ 
ing  principles  to,  the  cari’ying  on 
of  any  business,  or  derived  from 
and  so  attributable  to  any  source, 
other  than  mining  operations  and 
the  p  ocessing  and  sale  of  mineral 
ores  or  products  produced  there¬ 
from  and  other  than  as  a  return 
on  investments  mentioned  in  sub- 
paragraph  (i)  of  this  paragraph; 
and 

(iii)  an  amount  by  way  of  l’etuin  on 
capital  employed  by  him  in  proc¬ 
essing  mineral  ores  or  products  de¬ 
rived  therefrom,  equal  to  8  per 
cent,  of  the  original  cost  to  him  of 
the  depreciable  assets,  including 
machinei-y,  equipment,  plant,  build¬ 
ings,  works  and  improvements, 
used  by  him  in  the  processing  of 
mineral  ore  or  products  derived 
therefrom  but  not  in  excess  of  65 
per  cent,  of  that  portion  of  the 
said  total  net  pi’ofit  or  gain  re- 
maining  after  deducting  therefrom 
the  amounts  specified  in  subpai-a- 
graphs  (i)  and  (ii)  of  this  para¬ 
graph;  provided  that,  in  the  casi 
of  a  person  who  mines  and  smelts 
mine  al  ores  from  which  metals 
other  than  gold,  silver  or  platinum 
are  i  ecovered  in  amounts  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
value  of  the  metals  recovered,  the 
amount  to  be  deducted  under  this 
subparagraph  shall  not  in  any  case 
be  a  smaller  amount  than  the  fol¬ 
lowing  proportion  of  the  total  net 
profit  or  gain  remaining  after  de¬ 
ducting  therefrom  the  amounts 
specified  in  subparagraphs  (i)  and 
(ii)  above;

(c)  “  mine  ”  includes  any  work  or  undertak¬ 
ing  in  which  mineral  ore  is  extracted  or 
produced,  including  a  quarry; 

( d )  “minerals”  includes  gold,  silver,  rare 
and  precious  metals  or  stones,  copper, 
iron,  tin,  lead,  zinc,  nickel,  salt,  saline 
deposits,  alkali,  coal,  limestone,  granite, 
slate,  marble  or  other  quarriable  stone, 
gypsum,  clay,  marl,  gravel,  sand,  and 
volcanic  ash  but  does  not  include  petro¬ 
leum  or  natural  gas; 

(e)  “  mineral  ore  ”  includes  all  unprocessed 
minerals  or  mineral-bearing  substances; 

(/)  “  mining  operations  ”  means  the  extrac¬ 
tion  or  production  of  mineral  ore  from 
or  in  any  mine  or  its  transportation  to, 
or  any  part  of  the  distance  to,  the  point 
of  egress  from  the  mine,  including  any 
processing  thereof  prior  to  or  in  the 
course  of  such  transportation  but  not 
including  any  processing  thereof  after 
removal  from  the  mine;  and 

(g)  “processing”  includes  milling,  concen¬ 
trating,  smelting,  refining,  fabricating, 
transporting  or  distributing. 

(3)  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  allowing  a  taxpayer  to  deduct  an 
amount  in  respect  of  taxes  imposed  under  a 
statute  or  by-law  which  is  not  restricted  to 
the  taxation  of  persons  engaged  in  mining  or 
logging  operations. 


Part  VI. 

Allowances  in  respect  of  Capital  Cost.

(iv)  of  class  4,  6  per  cent. 

(v)  of  class  5,  10  per  cent. 

(vi)  of  class  6,  10  per  cent. 

(vii)  of  class  7,  15  per  cent. 

(viii)  of  class  8,  20  per  cent. 

(ix)  of  class  9,  25  per  cent. 

(x)  of  class  10,  30  per  cent. 

(xi)  of  class  11,  50  per  cent.,  and 

(xii)  of  class  12,  100  per  cent. 

of  the  undepreciated  capital  cost  to  him 
as  of  the  end  of  the  taxation  year  (be¬ 
fore  making  any  deduction  under  this 
subsection  for  the  taxation  year)  of 
property  of  the  class; 

(/>)  where  a  taxpayer  has  property  of  the 
class  numbered  13  in  Schedule  A  to 
these  regulations  which  was  acquired  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  or  pro¬ 
ducing  income,  such  amount  as  he  may 
claim  not  exceeding  the  least  of 

(i)  one-fifth  of  each  item  of  the  capi¬ 
tal  cost  thereof  to  him, 

(ii)  the  amount  for  the  year  obtained 
by  apportioning  each  item  of  the 
capital  cost  thereof  to  him  equally 
over  the  period  of  the  lease  unex¬ 
pired  at  the  time  the  cost  was 
incurred,  or 

(iii)  the  undepreciated  capital  cost  to 
him  as  of  the  end  of  the  taxation 
year  (before  making  any  deduc¬ 


tion  under  this  subsection  for  the 
taxation  year)  of  property  of  the 
class; 

(c)  such  amount  as  he  may  claim  in  respect 
of  a  property  of  the  class  numbered  14 
in  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations  not 
exceeding  the  lesser  of 

(i)  the  amount  for  the  year  obtained 
by  apportioning  the  capital  cost  to 
him  of  the  property  equally  over 
the  life  of  the  property  remaining 
at  the  time  the  cost  was  incurred, 
or 

(ii)  the  undepreciated  capital  cost  to 
him  as  of  the  end  of  the  taxation 
year  (before  making  any  deduction 
under  this  subsection  for  the  taxa¬ 
tion  year)  of  property  of  the  class; 

(d)  such  additional  amount  as  he  may  claim 
not  exceeding  in  the  case  of  property 
described  in  each  of  the  classes  in 
Schedule  A  to  these  regulations,  the 
lesser  of 

(i)  one-half  the  amount  that  would 
have  been  allowed  to  him  in  respect 
of  property  of  that  class  under

(e)  such  amount  as  he  may  claim  not

to  him  of  a  timber  limit  or  a  right  to  cut 
timber  from  a  limit; 

(/)  such  amount  as  he  may  claim  not 
exceeding  the  amount  calculated  in 

accordance  with  Schedule  C  to  these 
regulations  in  respect  of  the  capital  cost 
to  him  of  property  of  the  class  numbered 
15  in  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations; 

(g)  such  amount  as  he  may  claim  not  ex- 
exceeding  the  amount  calculated  in 

accordance  with  Schedule  D  to  these 
regulations  in  respect  of  the  capital  cost 
to  him  of  an  industrial  mineral  mine, 
except 

(i)  a  coal  mine,  and 
(ii)  a  mine  where  the  Minister  has  cer¬ 
tified  that  the  mineral  is  contained 
in  a  non-bedded  deposit;  and 

(It)  such  amount  as  he  may  claim  in  respect 
of  property  of  a  class  established  by 
paragraph  ( b )  of  subsection  (2)  of  sec¬ 
tion  800  of  these  regulations  not  exceed¬ 
ing  30  per  cent,  of  the  undepreciated 
capital  cost  to  him  as  of  the  end  of  the 
taxation  year  (before  making  any  deduc¬ 
tion  either  under  this  subsection  or 
under  section  800  of  these  regulations 
for  the  taxation  year)  of  property  of 
the  class. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  computing  income 
for  the  1949  taxation  year,  if  the  allowance 
under  subsection  (1)  is  less  than  the  allowance 
that  would  be  made  if  the  law  and  practice 
applicable  to  the  1948  year  under  the  British 
Columbia  Corporation  Income  Tax  Act  were 
applicable,  the  taxpayer  may  deduct,  in  lieu 
of  the  allowance  under  subsection  (1),  such 
part  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  taxpayer’s  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  classes  described  in  Schedule  A  to 
these  regulations  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Min¬ 
ister,  would  be  allowed  as  depreciation  for  the 
year  if  the  law  and  practice  applicable  to  the 
1948  taxation  year  under  the  British  Columbia 
Corporation  Income  Tax  Act  were  applicable 
to  the  year.

•’u  section  (l)  or  (2)  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  deducted  in  respect  of  such  allowances 
in  computing  the  income  or  profit  for  the  taxa¬ 
tion  year  shown  on  the  financial  statements 
presented  to  the  shareholders  or  members. 

(o)  Where  a  taxation  year  is  less  than 
twelve  months  in  duration,  the  amount  allowed 
as  a  deduction  under  subsections  (1)  and  (2) 
shall  not  exceed  that  proportion  of  the  maxi¬ 
mum  amount  allowable  that  the  number  of 
days  in  the  taxation  year  is  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty-five. 

(G)  Where  under  the  terms  of  a  lease  a 
tenant  has  the  right  to  renew  the  lease  for  an 
additional  term,  the  period  of  the  lease  unex¬ 
pired  at  the  time  the  costs  were  incurred  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (ii)  of  para¬ 
graph  ( b )  of  subsection  (1),  include  the  next 
succeeding  term  for  which  it  may  be  renewed. 

601.  (1)  Where  more  than  one  property  of 
a  taxpayer  is  described  in  the  same  class  in 
Schedule  A  to  these  regulations  and  where 

(a)  one  of  the  properties  was  acquired  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  or  producing 
income  from  a  business,  and 

(b)  one  of  the  properties  was  acquired  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  or  producing 
income  from  another  business  or  from 
the  property, 

a  separate  class  is  hereby  prescribed  for  the 
properties  that 

(1)  were  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  gain¬ 
ing  or  producing  income  from  each 
business,  and 

(ii)  would  otherwise  be  included  in  the  class 
of  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations. 

(2)  The  percentage  prescribed  for  each  class 
created  by  subsection  (1)  is  the  percentage 
that  is  prescribed  for  the  class  in  which  the 
properties  would  otherwise  be  included. 

(3)  A  reference  in  paragraph  (a)  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (1)  of  section  600  of  these  regulations  or 
subsection  (1)  of  section  603  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  to  classes  1  to  12,  inclusive,  shall 
be  deemed  to  include  a  reference  to  the 
corresponding  separate  classes  created  by  sub¬ 
section  (1). 

(4)  A  reference  in  paragraph  ( b )  of  sub¬ 
section  (1)  of  section  600  of  these  regulations 
to  class  13  of  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations 
shall  be  deemed  to  include  a  reference  to  the 
corresponding  separate  classes  created  by  sub¬ 
section  (1). 

(5)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Part  and  for  the 
purpose  of  Schedules  B  and  C  to  these  regu¬ 
lations, 


(a)  a  timber  limit  or  a  right  to  cut  timber 
from  a  limit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
separate  class  of  property,  and 

( b )  where  a  taxpayer  has  more  than  one 
timber  limit  or  rights  to  cut  timber  from 
more  than  one  limit,  each  limit  or  right 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  class  of 
property. 

(6)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Part  and  for 
the  purpose  of  Schedule  D  to  these  regulations, 
where  a  taxpayer  has  a  mine  or  more  than  one 
mine  of  the  kind  described  in  paragraph  (g) 
of  subsection  (1)  of  section  600  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  each  mine  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
separate  class  of  property. 

602.  (1)  The  classes  of  property  described 
in  this  Part  and  in  Schedule  A  to  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  deemed  not  to  include  property 

(a)  the  cost  of  which  is  deductible  in  com¬ 
puting  the  taxpayer’s  income, 

( b )  that  is  described  in  the  taxpayer’s  inven¬ 
tory, 

(c)  that  was  not  acquired  by  the  taxpayer 
for  the  purpose  of  gaining  or  producing 
income, 


(d)  that  was  acquired  by  an  expenditure  m 
respect  of  which  the  taxpayer  is  allowed 
a  deduction  from  income  under  section 
48  of  the  Act, 

(e)  that  is  included  in  a  class  established  by 
section  700  of  these  regulations, 

(/)  that  is  included  in  a  class  established 
by  section  800  of  these  regulations,  or 

(g)  that  was  acquired  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  or  producing  income  from  farm¬ 
ing  or  fishing. 

(2)  The  classes  of  property  described  in 
Schedule  A  to  these  regulations  shall  be  deemed 
not  to  include  the  land  upon  which  a  property 
described  therein  was  constructed  or  is  situated. 

(3)  Where  the  taxpayer  is  a  non-resident 
person,  the  classes  of  property  described  in 
this  Part  and  in  Schedule  A  to  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  deemed  not  to  include  property 
that  is  situated  outside  of  Canada. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (b)  of 
subsection  (1)  of  section  600  of  these  regula¬ 
tions,  capital  cost  includes  an  amount  expended 
on  an  improvement  or  alteration,  to  a  leased 
property,  other  than 

(a)  a  building  or  other  structure, 

(b)  an  addition  to  a  building  or  other  struc¬ 
ture,  or 

(c)  alterations  to  buildings  which  substan¬ 
tially  change  the  nature  or  character  of 
the  leased  property. 

(5)  Where  the  taxpayer  has  a  leasehold 
interest  in  a  property,  a  reference  in  Schedule 
A  to  these  regulations  to  a  property  that  is  a 
building  or  other  structure  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  a  reference  to  that  part  of  the  lease¬ 
hold  interest  acquired  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  taxpayer  has 

(a)  erected  a  building  or  structure  on  leased 
land, 

(6)  made  an  addition  to  a  leased  building  or 
structure,  or 

( c )  made  alterations  to  a  leased  property 
which  substantially  change  the  nature 
or  character  of  the  property. 

603.  (1)  In  respect  of  properties  otherwise 
included  in  classes  2  to  12,  inclusive,  described 
in  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations,  if  the  prop¬ 
erties  were  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  gain¬ 
ing  or  producing  income  from  a  source  that  is 
the  taxpayer’s  chief  source  of  income  for  the 
purpose  of  section  13  of  the  Act,  a  taxpayer 
may  elect  to  include  all  such  properties  in 
class  1. 

(2)  An  election  under  subsection  (1)  shall 
be  made  by  registered  letter  addressed  to  the 
Minister. 

(3)  To  be  effective  in  respect  of  a  taxation 
year,  an  election  under  this  section  must  be 
made  not  later  than  the  last  day  on  which  the 
taxpayer  may  file  a  return  of  his  income  for 
the  taxation  year  in  accordance  with  section  30 
of  the  Act. 

(4)  An  election  under  this  section  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  effective  for  all  subsequent  years. 

604.  The  classes  of  property  provided  in  this 
Part  and  in  Schedule  A  to  these  regulations 
are  hereby  prescribed  for  the  purposes  of  para¬ 
graph  (a)  of  subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of 
the  Act  and  section  19  of  the  Act. 

Part  VII. 

Deduction  in  respect  of  Capital  Cost 
of  certain  Vessels. 

700.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Part 

(а)  “capital  cost”  means  capital  cost  as 
determined  by  the  Canadian  Maritime 
Commission ; 

(б)  “conversion  cost”  means  the  cost  of  a 
conversion  or  major  alteration  as  de¬ 
termined  by  the  Canadian  Maritime 
Commission; 

(c)  “  conversion  or  major  alteration  ”  means 
a  conversion  or  major  alteration  made 
in  Canada  by  a  taxpayer  in  accordance 
with  plans  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Canadian  Maritime  Commission  for  the 
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purpose  of  The  Canadian  Vessel  Con¬ 
struction  Assistance  Act  (Canada)  ; 

(cl)  “  vessel  ”  means  a  vessel  as  defined  in 
the  Canada  Shipping  Act,  1934  (Can¬ 
ada)  ;  and 

(<?)  other  words  and  expressions  have  the 
same  meaning  as  in  the  Act. 

701.  (1)  Where  a  taxpayer  owns  a  vessel 
that  was  constructed  by  or  for  him  in  Canada 
and  is  registered  in  Canada  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  thereof  was  commenced  after  January  1st, 
1949,  in  computing  his  income  for  a  taxation 
year  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  he  may,  not¬ 
withstanding  anything  in  the  Act  or  any  other 
regulations  thereunder,  in  lieu  of  a  deduction 
under  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  (1)  of 
section  10  of  the  Act  and  the  regulations  under 
that  paragraph  and  so  long  as  the  title  to  the 
vessel  vests  and  remains  in  him,  deduct  such 
part  of  the  capital  cost  to  him  of  the  vessel  as 
he  may  elect,  not  exceeding  the  lesser  of 

(a)  33%  per  cent,  of  the  capital  cost  to  him 
of  the  vessel,  or 

( b )  the  undepreciated  capital  cost  to  him  of 
the  vessel  as  of  the  end  of  the  taxation 
year  (before  making  any  deduction 
under  this  section  for  the  taxation 
year). 

(2)  Where  a  taxpayer  owns  a  vessel  that  is 
registered  in  Canada,  conversion  or  major 
alteration  of  which  was  commenced  after  Jan¬ 
uary  1st,  1949,  in  computing  his  income  for  a 
taxation  year  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  he 
may,  so  long  as  the  title  to  the  vessel  vests 
and  remains  in  him,  notwithstanding  anything 
in  the  Act  or  any  other  regulations  thereunder, 
in  lieu  of  a  deduction  under  the  Act  in  respect 
of  the  conversion  cost  but  in  addition  to  a 
deduction  of  other  capital  costs  of  the  vessel 
under  the  Act,  deduct  such  part  of  the  conver¬ 
sion  cost  to  him  of  the  vessel  as  he  may  elect, 
not  exceeding  the  lesser  of 

(а)  33%  per  cent,  of  the  conversion  cost  to 
him,  or 

(б)  the  undepreciated  conversion  cost  to  him 
of  the  vessel  as  of  the  end  of  the  taxa¬ 
tion  year  (before  making  any  deduc¬ 
tion  under  this  section  for  the  taxation 
year). 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  the  Act 

(a)  a  vessel  in  respect  of  which  an  allow¬ 
ance  has  been  made  under  subsection 

(1)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  prescribed 
class  within  the  meaning  of  section  19 
of  the  Act; 

(/>)  a  vessel  in  respect  of  which  an  allow¬ 
ance  has  been  made  under  subsection 

(2)  shall,  to  the  extent  of  the  conver¬ 
sion  cost,  be  deemed  to  be  a  prescribed 
class  within  the  meaning  of  section  19 
of  the  Act;  and 

(c)  an  allowance  under  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  made  under  para¬ 
graph  (a)  of  subsection  (1)  of  section 
10  of  the  Act. 

702.  (1)  Where  a  vessel  in  respect  of  which 
an  allowance  has  been  made  under  section  701, 
or  in  respect  of  which  “  special  depreciation,” 
“  extra  depreciation  ”  or  allowances  in  lieu  of 
depreciation  were  allowed  for  the  purposes  of 
the  British  Columbia  Corporation  Income  Tax 
Act  or  of  this  Act  is  disposed  of,  subsection 
(1)  of  section  19  of  the  Act  does  not  apply  in 
respect  of  the  proceeds  of  disposition  to  the 
extent  that  they  are  used  for  replacement 
under  conditions  satisfactory  to  the  Canadian 
Maritime  Commission. 

(2)  Where  a  vessel  in  respect  of  which  an 
allowance  has  been  made  under  subsection  (2) 
of  section  701  is  disposed  of,  the  portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  disposition  that  is  attributable  to 
the  conversion  cost  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Canadian  Maritime  Commission. 

703.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  exclude  any  class  of  vessels  from  the 
operation  of  this  Part. 


704.  Notwithstanding  paragraph  ( e )  of  sub¬ 
section  (1)  of  section  12  of  the  Act  a  taxpayer 
may,  in  computing  his  income  for  a  taxation 
year  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  deduct  such 
amount  as  he  may  deduct  under  section  7  of 
The  Canadian  Vessel  Construction  Assistance 
Act  (Canada)  as  a  reserve  for  expenses  to  be 
incurred  by  reason  of  quadrennial  or  other 
special  surveys  required  under  the  Canada 
Shipping  Act,  1934  (Canada),  or  the  regula¬ 
tions  thereunder,  or  under  the  rules  of  any 
society  or  association  for  the  classification  and 
registry  of  shipping  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Transport  for  Canada  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Canada  Shipping  Act,  1934  (Canada). 

Part  VIII. 

Deduction  in  respect  of  certain  Coal  Mines. 

800.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Part 

(a)  “  coal  producer  ”  means  the  operator  of 
a  coal  mine  engaged  in  the  production 
or  in  the  production  and  processing  of 
coal  in  the  Atlantic  Maritime  Provinces; 

( b )  “  loan  ”  means  a  loan  made  pursuant  to 
The  Maritime  Coal  Production  Assis¬ 
tance  Act  (Canada)  and  the  regulations 
under  that  Act; 

(c)  “  project  ”  means  an  undertaking  de¬ 
signed  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
operations  of  a  coal  producer  by  means 
of  mechanization; 

( d )  “  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  for  Canada. 

801.  (1)  A  coal  producer  to  whom  a  loan  is 
made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  proj¬ 
ect,  in  computing  his  income  for  a  taxation 
year  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  may,  not¬ 
withstanding  anything  in  the  Act  or  in  any 
other  regulations  thereunder,  in  addition  to  a 
deduction  under  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection 
(1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act  and  the  regula¬ 
tions  under  that  paragraph,  deduct  in  respect 
of  the  capital  cost  to  him  of  the  project,  as 
determined  by  the  Dominion  Coal  Board,  the 
principal  amount  of  the  loan  repaid  in  the 
taxation  year,  but  not  exceeding  the  undepre¬ 
ciated  capital  cost  to  him  of  the  project  as  of 
the  end  of  the  taxation  year  (after  making 
the  deduction  first  mentioned  in  this  subsec¬ 
tion). 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  the  Act 

(a)  an  allowance  under  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  made  under  para¬ 
graph  (a)  of  subsection  (1)  of  section 
10  of  the  Act,  and 

(b)  the  capital  cost  of  the  project  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  prescribed  class  within 
the  meaning  of  section  19  of  the  Act. 

(3)  Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
words  and  expressions  in  this  section  have  the 
same  meaning  as  in  the  Act. 

Part  IX. 

Deduction  in  respect  of  Oil  W ells,  Gas 
Wells,  and  certain  Mines. 

900.  For  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (b)  of 
subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act,  there 
may  be  deducted  in  computing  the  income  of 
a  taxpayer  for  a  taxation  year  amounts  de¬ 
termined  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in  this  Part. 

Oil  and  Gas  Wells. 

901.  (1)  Where  the  taxpayer  operates  an 
oil  or  gas  well,  the  deduction  allowed  for  a 
taxation  year  is  33%  per  cent,  of  the  profits 
of  the  taxpayer  for  the  year  reasonably  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  from 
the  well. 

(2)  Where  a  person,  other  than  the  opera¬ 
tor  of  an  oil  or  gas  well,  has  an  interest  in  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  products  of  the 
well  or  an  interest  in  income  from  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  well,  the  deduction  allowed  for  a 
taxation  year  is  33%  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
in  respect  of  such  interest  included  in  comput¬ 
ing  his  income  for  the  year.

Base  and  Precious  Metal  Mines. 

902.  (1)  The  deduction  allowed  for  a  taxa¬ 
tion  year  in  respect  of  a  base  or  precious 
metal  mine  operated  by  the  taxpayer  is  33 % 
per  cent,  of  his  profits  for  the  year  reasonably 
attributable  to  the  production  of  prime  metal 
from  the  mine. 

(2)  Where  the  value  of  the  output  for  a 
taxation  year  from  a  precious  metal  mine  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  taxpayer  is  to  the  extent  of  70  per 
cent,  or  more  from  gold,  in  lieu  of  the  deduc¬ 
tion  allowed  under  subsection  (1),  the  deduc¬ 
tion  allowed  for  the  year  is  the  greater  of 

(a)  40  per  cent,  of  his  profits  for  the  year 
reasonably  attributable  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  prime  metal,  or 

(b)  $4  per  ounce  of  gold  produced  in  the 
year. 

(3)  In  computing  the  profits  reasonably  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  production  of  prime  metal 
for  the  purpose  of  this  section  a  deduction 
shall  be  made  equal  to  the  amounts,  if  any, 
deducted  from  income  under  the  provisions  of 

(a)  section  11  of  the  Act,  and 

(b)  section  905  of  these  regulations 
in  respect  of  the  mine. 

Industrial  Mineral  Mines. 

903.  (1)  Where  the  Minister  has  certified 
that  the  mineral  is  contained  in  a  non-bedded 
deposit,  the  deduction  allowed  for  a  taxation 
year  in  respect  of  an  industrial  mineral  mine 
operated  by  the  taxpayer  is  33  Vs  per  cent,  of 
his  profits  for  the  year  reasonably  attributable 
to  the  production  of  the  mineral. 

(2)  The  deduction  allowed  under  subsection 

(1)  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  a  coal  mine. 

(3)  In  computing  the  profits  reasonably  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  production  of  the  mineral  for 
the  purpose  of  this  section  a  deduction  shall 
be  made  equal  to  the  amounts,  if  any,  deducted 
from  income  under  the  provisions  of 

(«)  section  11  of  the  Act,  and 

(b)  section  905  of  these  regulations 
in  respect  of  the  mine. 

Coal  Mines. 

904.  The  deduction  allowed  for  a  taxation 
year  in  respect  of  a  coal  mine  operated  by  a 
taxpayer  is  10  cents  for  each  ton  of  coal  mined 
in  the  year. 

Additional  Allowance  to  certain  Mines. 

905.  (1)  A  taxpayer  may  also  deduct  from 
the  profits  for  a  taxation  year  reasonably  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  operation  in  Canada  of  a  coal, 
base  metal,  or  precious  metal  mine,  or  an  in¬ 
dustrial-mineral  mine  described  in  section  903 
of  these  regulations,  such  amount  as  he  may 
claim,  not  exceeding  25  per  cent,  of  an  amount 
calculated  as  set  forth  in  subsection  (2). 

(2)  The  amount  referred  to  in  subsection 
(1)  is  the  aggregate  of  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  taxpayer  which  are  reasonably  attribu¬ 
table  to  the  prospecting  and  exploration  for 
and  the  development  of  the  mine,  prior  to  com¬ 
ing  into  production  in  reasonable  commercial 
quantities,  but  not  including 

(a)  the  cost  of  properties  coming  within  any 
class  prescribed  in  Part  VI  of  these 
regulations, 

( b )  any  expense  deducted  in  computing  the 
income  of  the  taxpayer  in  the  year  of 
expenditure,  and 

(c)  the  cost  of  a  leasehold  interest. 


(3)  The  amount  deductible  under  subsection 
(1)  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  referred  to  in 
subsection  (2)  minus  the  aggregate  of 

(a)  amounts  deducted  under  subsection  (1) 
in  a  previous  taxation  year,  and 

( b )  similar  amounts  deducted  in  computing 
income  for  the  purposes  of  the  Income 
War  Tax  Act  (Canada), 

in  respect  of  the  mine. 

Part  X. 

Deductions  allowed  in  respect  of 
certain  Dividends. 

1000.  For  the  purposes  of  subsection  (2)  of 
section  10  of  the  Act,  where  a  shareholder 
receives  a  dividend  from  a  corporation  that  is 
not  carrying  on  business  in  Canada,  if  the 
mineral  profits  of  the  corporation  are  equal  to 
not  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  its  income,  the 
deduction  allowed  is  15  per  cent,  of  the 
dividend. 

1001.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Part, 

(a)  “mineral  profits”  means  the  aggregate 
of  those  profits  of  the  corporation  which 
are  described  in  sections  901,  902,  and 
903  of  these  regulations  for  the  taxation 
year  immediately  preceding  the  year  in 
which  the  dividend  was  declared  by  the 
corporation ; 

(b)  “  income  ”  means  the  income  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  for  the  taxation  year  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  the  year  in  which  the 
dividend  was  declared  before  any  de¬ 
duction  is  made  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (5)  of  subsection  (1)  of  sec¬ 
tion  10  of  the  Act  or  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  subsection  (2)  of  that  section. 

Part  XI. 

Election  by  Investment  Companies. 

1100.  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (2)  of 
section  45  of  the  Act,  an  election  by  an  invest¬ 
ment  company  to  pay  tax  under  Part  I  of  the 
Act  shall  be  made  by  forwarding  by  registered 
mail  to  the  Minister  the  following  documents 
in  duplicate: 

(a)  a  letter  stating  that  the  corporation 
elects  to  pay  tax  under  Part  I  of  the 
Act,  and 

( b )  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the 
directors  of  the  corporation  authorizing 
the  election  to  be  made. 

1101.  An  election  made  under  section  1100  of 
these  regulations  to  pay  tax  under  Part  I  of 
the  Act  shall  be  revoked  by  a  corporation  by 
forwarding  by  registered  mail  to  the  Minister 
the  following  documents  in  duplicate: 

(a)  a  letter  stating  that  the  corporation  re¬ 
vokes  its  election  made  under  subsection 
(2)  of  section  45  of  the  Act,  and 

(5)  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the 
directors  of  the  corporation  authorizing 
the  revocation  of  the  election. 

Part  XII. 

Election  by  Personal  Corporations. 

1200.  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (10)  of 
section  44  of  the  Act,  election  by  a  corporation 
not  to  be  exempt  under  section  44  shall  be 
made  by  forwarding  by  registered  mail  to  the 
Minister  the  following  documents  in  duplicate: 

(a)  a  letter  stating  that  the  corporation 
elects  not  to  be  exempt  under  section  44 
of  the  Act; 

(6)  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  di¬ 
rectors  of  the  corporation  authorizing 
the  election  to  be  made;  and 

(c)  a  certified  list  showing 

(i)  the  name  of  the  deceased  individ¬ 
ual  referred  to  in  subsection  (10) 
of  section  44  of  the  Act  and  the 
date  of  his  death, 

(ii)  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
legal  representatives  of,  or  the 
trustees  under  the  will  of,  the  de¬ 
ceased  individual  and  the  number 
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of  shares  of  each  class  of  the  capi¬ 
tal  stock  of  the  corporation  held 
by  them, 

(iii)  the  name  and  address  of  each  of 
the  other  shareholders  and  the 
number  of  shares  of  each  class  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  held  by  him,  and 

(iv)  the  relationship,  if  any,  of  each  of 
the  shareholders  to  the  deceased 
individual.

ACT.” 

Regulations. 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  15,  approved  January  7th, 
1950,  the  following  regulations  have  been 
made: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  ELECTRI¬ 
CAL  PERMITS  AND  INSPECTION  FEES. 

1.  Permits. 

(a)  On  and  after  such  date  as  may  be  noti¬ 
fied  for  the  district  or  area  concerned,  by  pub¬ 
lication  of  a  notice  in  the  Gazette,  it  shall  be 
unlawful,  excepting  as  hereinafter  provided, 
for  any  person  to  construct,  install,  or  alter 
any  electrical  work  in  or  upon  any  premises 
within  the  limits  of  such  district  or  area  until 
he  shall  have  made  application  in  writing  and 
obtained  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the 
Inspector,  and  any  person  who  does  any  such 
work  without  being  the  holder  of  a  written 
permit  therefor  from  the  Inspector  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations 
punishable  on  summary  conviction  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50). 

(b)  Such  application  shall  clearly  set  forth 
the  proper  address  of  the  premises  concerned, 
with  full  details  of  the  ownership,  occupation, 
and  purpose  for  which  said  premises  are  to  be 
used,  and  shall  list  in  detail  the  particulars  of 
size  and  voltage  of  service,  number  of  outlets, 
number  and  sizes  of  switches,  panels,  motors, 
and  such  other  details  as  may  be  required  on 
the  application  form  supplied  by  the  Inspector 
of  Electrical  Energy. 

(c)  Application  for  a  permit  for  electrical 
work  shall  be  submitted  by  the  person  carrying 
out  the  work,  and  shall  be  signed  by  him.  It 
shall  be  accompanied  by  payment  of  inspection 
fees  as  set  forth  hereinafter,  and  no  permit 
shall  be  issued  until  such  payment  has  been 
made.  The  cost  of  the  permit  is  to  be  included 
in  the  inspection  fees. 

(d)  Issuance  of  a  permit  shall  not  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  install  any  electrical  work 
which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  regula¬ 
tions,  and  notwithstanding  anything  which  may 
be  written  in  the  permit,  the  Inspector  may 
order  such  changes  or  additions  as  may  be 
required  to  bring  the  work  into  conformity 
with  such  regulations  as  may  be  in  force. 

( e )  The  Inspector  shall  have  the  right  to 
collect  further  inspection  fees  or  to  make  such 
adjustments  as  may  be  necessary  to  correct 
any  error  in  the  calculation  of  fees  made  at 
the  time  of  issuance  of  the  permit. 

(/)  Every  electrical  installation  shall  be 
commenced  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the 
date  of  issuance  of  the  permit  therefor,  after 
which  period  said  permit  shall  be  deemed  to 


be  void  unless  the  holder  shall  have  obtained 
an  extension  in  writing  from  the  Inspector. 

(g)  Excepting  in  those  districts  or  areas  in 
which  the  certification  of  electrical  contractors 
is  not  in  effect,  no  permit  for  electrical  work 
shall  be  issued  to  any  person  who  is  not  the 
holder  of  a  Certificate  of  Competency  or  an¬ 
nual  permit  in  good  standing  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  en¬ 
titling  him  to  carry  out  such  work  within  the 
Province ;  provided  that  nothing  in  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  prohibit  any  person  from  obtain¬ 
ing  a  permit  to  carry  out  personally  any  elec¬ 
trical  work  on  or  within  his  own  premises.  No 
permit  may  be  transferred  from  said  holder 
to  any  other  person.  Such  transfer  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  rendered  said  permit  null  and 
void  unless  written  authority  for  the  transfer 
shall  have  first  been  obtained  from  the  Inspec¬ 
tor. 

(h)  Upon  completion  of  the  electrical  work 
as  covered  by  the  permit,  the  holder  thereof 
shall  notify  the  Inspector  in  writing  on  the 
prescribed  forms  that  the  said  work  is  ready 
to  be  inspected.  As  soon  as  practicable  after 
receipt  of  such  notification,  the  Inspector  shall 
carry  out  an  inspection  of  said  work,  and  shall 
issue  a  certificate  of  approval,  or  shall  order 
such  changes  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the 
work  into  conformity  with  the  regulations. 
Excepting  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  elec¬ 
trical  work  shall  be  connected  to  any  source  of 
electrical  energy  until  final  certificate  of  ap¬ 
proval  has  been  issued  therefor. 

( i )  Payment  of  the  inspection  fee  shall  en¬ 
title  the  permit-holder  to  one  inspection  and 
one  reinspection.  Should  any  further  inspec¬ 
tions  be  necessary,  each  subsequent  inspection 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rates  set  forth 
under  Miscellaneous  Inspections.  (See  Sched¬ 
ule  R.) 

O')  No  person  shall  render  any  electrical 
work  or  portion  thereof  inaccessible  by  lathing, 
boarding,  or  any  other  building  construction 
until  said  work  has  been  inspected  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Inspector.  The  Inspector  may 
order  the  immediate  suspension  of  any  or  all 
electrical  work  by  posting  a  notice  on  the 
premises  or  by  issuing  written  instructions  to 
the  permit-holder,  and  it  shall  thereafter  be 
Unlawful  for  any  person  to  proceed  with  such 
work  until  permission  therefor  has  been  given 
by  the  Inspector. 

(k)  The  Inspector  may  at  his  discretion 
refuse  to  issue  a  permit  for  electrical  work  in 
or  upon  any  premises  where  the  existing  elec¬ 
trical  work  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  regu¬ 
lations. 

2.  Annual  Permits. 

(a)  Annual  permits  may  be  issued  by  and 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Inspector  to  the  opera¬ 
tor  of  any  industrial,  commercial,  or  other 
establishment  in  which  said  operator  employs 
his  own  full-time  electrician  or  electricians, 
and  in  which  the  nature  of  his  business  neces¬ 
sitates  alterations,  repairs,  or  additions  to  the 
plant  at  short  notice.  Such  alterations,  re¬ 
pairs,  or  additions  may  be  carried  out  by  said 
operator’s  own  electrician  or  electricians,*  with¬ 
out  the  formality  of  taking  out  a  permit  for 
each  such  alteration,  repair,  or  addition,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  said  operator  is  the  holder  of  an 
annual  permit  for  the  current  calendar  year. 
Such  annual  permit  shall  not,  however,  entitle 
the  holder  to  proceed  with  any  major  addition 
to  or  expansion  of  the  plant. 

(b)  Before  beginning  any  major  alteration 
to  or  expansion  of  the  plant,  the  operator 
thereof  shall  obtain  a  permit  as  required  by 
section  1  of  these  regulations,  and  shall  pay  all 
fees  as  required  by  section  6  herein.  He  shall 
submit  for  examination  such  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  as  may  be  required  under  section  4  and 
shall  pay  such  fees  as  are  prescribed  therein. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  regulation  a 
major  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  one  which  involves  the  alteration  or  addition 
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of  electrical  equipment  of  which  the  combined 
horse-power  exceeds  the  amount  specified  in 
the  annual  permit  for  the  said  establishment. 

( d )  Each  establishment  for  which  the  opera¬ 
tor  holds  an  annual  permit  shall  be  inspected 
every  six  months,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable.  The  operator  shall  maintain  in 
his  establishment  at  all  times  an  accurate 
record  of  all  alterations  and  additions  which 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  said  establishment 
since  the  last  previous  visit  of  the  Inspector. 
Such  record  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
Inspector  upon  request.
